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Safe Sitter Program graduates 
eight at Bracken Health Dept. 



The Buffalo Trace District Health Department held a Safe Sitter® class at the Bracken 
County Health Department on June 19^^. Eight pre-teens participated in the program and 
all graduated as certified Safe Sitter® babysitters. The students learned basic first aid, how 
to save a choking infant and child, techniques for preventing problem behavior, and basic 
child care essentials. They also learned how to make babysitting a successful business. 

Safe Sitter® began because of a tragedy. The accidental death of a nurse’s young child 
while in the care of an adult babysitter prompted Dr. Patricia A. Keener, an Indianapo¬ 
lis pediatrician, to create Safe Sitter®. In refiecting on her colleague’s loss. Dr. Keener 
recognized the vulnerability of young children when cared for by unprepared providers. 
Safe Sitter® fills the gap by increasing the availability of safe and nurturing adolescent 
caregivers. 

In March 1980, a mere two weeks after the tragic event. Dr. Keener taught the first 
Safe Sitter® class at Park Tudor School in Indianapolis, Indiana. That same spring, student 
classes were taught at Community Hospital, where Dr. Keener was Director of Nurseries. 
Three years later. Dr. Keener taught the first Instructor Workshop in Indianapolis to train 
adults to teach children to be better, safer babysitters. 

Each year nearly 35,000 young adolescents complete the course. We appreciate those 
who participated in the class and Bracken County Health Department for hosting it. For 
more information on the Safe Sitter® classes contact the Buffalo Trace District Health 
Department at 606-564-9447 and you may also visit www.safesitter.org.

POWER TO OVERCOME 
by Cornelius R, Siam 

Every true Christian knows by experience that the Holy 
Spirit does not, upon saving us, take possession of us and 
thenceforth supernaturally cause us to live lives pleasing to 
God. Rather, as with salvation, so with the Christian life. 
He operates in the believer "by grace through faith". 

Powerful assistance to overcome sin is freely provided 
by grace, but this help must be appropriated by faith in 
each individual case. There is no blanket provision for 
continuous victory throughout our whole life. We must 
look to Him in faith for the help we need in each separate 
battle. 

Thus the Scripture teaching with regard to victory over 
sin is not that it is not possible for the believer to sin, but 
rather that in any given case it is possible for him not to sin. 
Thus too, the question in times of temptation is generally 
whether we truly desire to overcome, for deliverance is 
freely provided by grace if we will but appropriate it by 
faith. 

But just how is deliverance provided? The answer is: 
BY THE HOLY SPIRIT. No longer need the believer remain 
enslaved to sin; for the Holy Spirit within, who imparted 
spiritual life to begin with, will also impart strength to 
overcome temptation. When tried and unable even to pray 
as we ought, ^Ihe Spirit also helpeth our infirmities” and 
"maketh intercession for us” (Rom. 8:26). When weak and 
ill, we may be ”strengthened with might by His Spirit in the 
inner man” (Eph.3:16). Indeed, the Spirit even strengthens 
God's people physically to overcome sin, for we read: 

’’But if the Spirit of Him that raised up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you, He that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken [strengthen] your mortal bodies 
by His Spirit that dwelleth in you” (Rom. 8:11). 

And the following verse goes on to say: 

'Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, to 
live after the flesh” (Rom. 8:12). The thought is that, since 
believers have the Holy Spirit to help them overcome sin, 
they are debtors — and not to the fiesh, but to God, to live 
pleasing to Him.

Extreme Heat 

Provided by: Neider Reynolds, Coordinator 
Bracken County Emergency Management 


Heat kills by pushing 
the human body beyond its 
limits. In extreme heat and 
high humidity, evaporation 
is slowed and the body must 
work extra hard to maintain a 
normal temperature. 

Most heat disorders oc¬ 
cur because the victim has 
been overexposed to heat or 
has over-exercised for his or 
her age and physical condi¬ 
tion. Older adults, young 
children, and those who are 
sick or overweight are more 
likely to succumb to extreme 
heat. 

Conditions that can in¬ 
duce heat-related illnesses 
include stagnant atmospheric 
conditions and poor air qual¬ 
ity. Consequently, people 
living in urban areas may 
be at greater risk from the 
effects of a prolonged heat 
wave than those living in ru¬ 


ral areas. Also, asphalt and 
concrete store heat longer 
and gradually release heat 
at night, which can produce 
higher nighttime tempera¬ 
tures known as the “urban 
heat island effect.” 

During a Heat Emergency 

What you should do if 
the weather is extremely hot: 

• Stay indoors as much 
as possible and limit expo¬ 
sure to the sun. 

• Stay on the lowest fioor 
out of the sunshine if air con¬ 
ditioning is not available. 

• Consider spending the 
warmest part of the day in 
public buildings such as li¬ 
braries, schools, movie the¬ 
aters, shopping malls, and 
other community facilities, 

• Circulating air can cool 
the body by increasing the 
perspiration rate of evapora¬ 
tion.

Summer means the op¬ 
portunity for lots of outdoor 
play time but also provides 
the opportunity for bites and 
stings along with the normal 
scrapes and bruises. Spiders, 
bees, and wasps are among 
the backyard creatures that 
are commonly encountered. 
Some education and regular 
inspections of potential trou¬ 
ble spots will go a long way 
toward reducing problems. 
A proactive approach and a 
watchful eye is needed with 
very small children but pro¬ 
viding some age-appropriate 
information on recognizing 
common pests and learning 
what to do to avoid problems 
is part of developing “out¬ 
door readiness”. 

Here are some examples 
and countermeasures: 

• Chiggers and ticks live 
in areas with tall grass and 
weeds. Keep grass mowed 
to remove what chiggers and 
ticks need: high humidity 
and protection from excess 
sunlight. 

• Spiders tend to remain 
around undisturbed clut¬ 
ter, indoors and out. It gives 
them protection and a place 
for their prey to live. Re¬ 
moving clutter and regularly 
disturbing what remains will 
make places undesirable for 
spiders and their prey. Spi¬ 
ders also can take up resi¬ 
dence in tall grass around the 
supports for swing sets and 
other fixed playthings. These 
areas should be clipped reg¬ 
ularly. Outdoor toy chests, 
gymsets, and playhouses 
should be checked weekly 

- look closely at corners for 
signs of spiders and webs. 

• The warning coloration 

- yellow, orange, and black 
markings on wasps and bees 
for example - warns of the 
ability to sting or bite. Usu¬ 
ally, these insects are busy 
collecting supplies for their 
nests and are completely un¬ 
interested in humans. They 


will only react if disturbed, 
captured, or crushed. Learn¬ 
ing to leave them alone and 
moving slowly away is a 
good strategy. 

• Yellowjackets often 
nest below ground with an 
opening near surface rocks, 
landscape logs, or beneath 
shrubs. Some social wasps 
and hornets’ nest in hollow 
spaces in trees, toy chests, 
and similar places. Seeing 
them regularly fly to and 
from a specific spot in the 
yard suggests a nest. Avoid 
the area until the presence 
of a nest can be confirmed 
and treated. Accidentally 
approaching a wasp nest 
can provoke a defensive re¬ 
sponse. It is better to remain 
as motionless as possible. 
Angry bees and wasps go 
toward movement. Try to 
remain still and slowly back 
away from danger rather 
than run while wildly flailing 
arms. 

• Sweat bees and other 
insects often land on the 
skin. Brushing them off is 
much better than slapping 
them, which often results in 
a sting. 

• Sweet drinks and food 
can attract bees and wasps, 
especially later in the sum¬ 
mer. Keep food and drink 
covered when outdoors to 
minimize attraction. Clean 
up sweet, sticky spills quick¬ 
ly to avoid attracting many 
unwanted visitors. 

• Sand boxes, especially 
when used infrequently, pro¬ 
vide the loose, well-drained 
area that ground-nesting bees 
and wasps prefer. Thorough¬ 
ly disturbing the sand ev¬ 
ery couple of weeks should 
make the area unsuitable for 
tunneling insects. 

• Regular inspections 
and cleaning can detect and 
remove many potential pest 
problems. A broom and 
sprayer with insecticidal soap 
is usually enough to dispense 
with most problems. Howev¬ 
er, dealing with established 
wasps and hornets is best left 
to professionals.

If you would like to get 
a Social Security Statement, 
which provides estimates of 
your future benefits, it is now 
available online at www. 
socialsecurity.gov. 

“Our new online Social 
Security Statement is simple, 
easy-to-use and provides 
people with estimates they 
can use to plan for their 
retirement,” said Michael 
J. Astrue, Commissioner of 
Social Security. “The online 
Statement also provides 
estimates for disability and 
survivors benefits, making 
the Statement an important 
financial planning tool. 
People should get in the 
habit of checking their online 
Statement each year, around 
their birthday, for example.” 

In addition to helping 
with financial planning, 
the online Statement 
also provides workers a 
convenient way to determine 
whether their earnings are 
accurately posted to their 
Social Security records. This 
feature is important because 
Social Security benefits are 
based on average earnings 
over a person’s lifetime.

is working to do what it can 
to add to these numbers. In 
2007, the legislature gave 
Ford an incentives package 
that is helping the company 
invest $1.2 billion in its two 
Louisville facilities and hire 
several thousand workers. 
The legislature extended that 
same offer this year to GM, 
Toyota and several large auto 
parts suppliers, if they are 
willing to take major steps to 
expand as well. 

A promising area where 
Kentucky is also playing a 
leading role is research into 
the batteries that will power 
our vehicles in the years 
ahead. A partnership be¬ 
tween the state, the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville and a 
prominent federal lab based 
in Chicago began in 2009, 
and their research is housed 
in a $17 million, 43,000 sq. 
ft. facility opening this year. 
On a related note, Louisville 
has been a regular host of the 
annual conference of the Na¬ 
tional Alliance for Advanced 
Technology Batteries.

Kentucky has long been 
a major player in the au¬ 
tomotive industry, but few 
know that this relationship 
is fast approaching its 100th 
anniversary. 

It all began in 1913, 
when Henry Ford’s hedging 
company set up an assem¬ 
bly operation on South Third 
Street in Louisville. Seven¬ 
teen people worked there, 
including the on-site sales 
team, and they churned out 
12 vehicles a day while be¬ 
ing paid about eight cents an 
hour. 

Production grew steadi¬ 
ly, and in early 1925, what is 
widely considered the coun¬ 
try’s first modern assembly 
plant opened its doors on a 
22-acre site on the outskirts 
of town. It was designed for 
1,000 employees, and could 
produce 400 Model T’s - and 
then Model A’s - daily. 

That facility was re¬ 
placed in the 1950s, and in 
1969, the company added 
a second assembly plant on 
the eastern side of Jefferson 
County. 

A dozen years later. 
General Motors became the 
second major auto company 
to set up shop in Kentucky 
when it moved production of 
its iconic Corvette to Bowl¬ 
ing Green, the only place in 
the world where it is built. 

Kentucky’s fourth as¬ 
sembly plant arrived at the 
end of the 1980s, when Toy¬ 
ota constructed what is now 
its largest North American 
factory and its second-larg¬ 
est overall. 

Together, these three 
car companies have made 
Kentucky one of the leading 
states in auto production. In 
any given year, we rank from 
third to fifth in the number of 


light cars and trucks rolling 
off the line. Last year, that 
total reached 640,000. 

In addition to quan¬ 
tity, our auto workers excel 
at quality too. The Toyota 
Camry made in Georgetown 
has been the best-selling car 
for 14 out of the last 15 years, 
for example, and the Ford F- 
Series trucks that Louisville 
helps to make have been 
the best-selling vehicle for 
more than 30 years while 
the F-150 was named Motor 
Trend’s Truck of the Year in 
2011. The Corvette stands 
alone as well atop its luxury 
sports car category. 

In addition to the four 
assembly plants, Kentucky 
has become a key destination 
of auto parts companies as 
well, thanks to our top-notch 
workforce, inexpensive elec¬ 
tricity and the fact that the 
state is within a day’s drive 
of about half of the country’s 
4,400 motor-vehicle related 
companies. 

Almost exactly 10 per¬ 
cent of those are in Kentucky, 
and together, they employ 
nearly 69,000 people, which 
is a sixth of the state’s manu¬ 
facturing workforce. Our re¬ 
gion, of course, is home to a 
few of these, including Mit¬ 
subishi, Green Tokai, Toyo 
Seat USA Corp., Hypac, A 
Raymond Tinnerman and 
several others nearby. 

Last year, nearly 80 auto- 
related businesses announced 
they would either expand or 
move here, creating more 
than 5,400 new jobs and in¬ 
vesting more than $ 1 billion. 
So far this year, industry 
investment is nearing $180 
million, with an additional 
530 jobs being added.

Our eommitment is to provide our eustomers with a 
safe, elean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will eontinue to monitor, improve, and proteet the water system and deliver a high 
quality produet. Water is the most indispensable produet in every home and we ask everyone to be eonservative and help us in our efforts to proteet the water 
souree and the water system. 


The souree of your drinking water is ground water from wells. The area around the wells is mostly residential but also eontains some agrieultural, reereational, and 
light industry aetivities and has a moderate suseeptabilty. The final souree water assessment for our system has been eompleted and is eontained in the Braeken 
County Water Supply Plan.The plan indieates that the souree water is suseeptible to some eontaminants eaused by agrieultural aetivities in the area.The Plan is 
available for inspeetion at the Buffalo Traee Area Development Distriet (606-564-4333), loeated at 327 west 2Nd St., Maysville, KY 41056. 


Drinking water, ineluding bottled water, may reasonably be expeeted to eontain at least small amounts of some eontaminants. The presenee of eontaminants does 
not neeessarily indieate that water poses a health risk. More information about eontaminants and potential health effeets may be obtained by ealling the 
Environmental Proteetion Ageney's Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 

The sourees of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) inelude rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surfaee of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally oeeurring minerals and, in some eases, radioaetive material, and may piek up substanees resulting 
from the presenee of animals or from human aetivity.

Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity has no health effects. However, 
turbidity can provide a medium for microbial growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the 
effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under 
certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other 
requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

Sports in Kentucky

Best sports moments in Ken¬ 
tucky? Here is one man’s doz¬ 
en 

Magazine headline: The Best 
Sports Moment in the History of 
Your State is ... 

Results eame from a ques¬ 
tion: “... whieh moment eaeh state 
should be most proud of” Ae- 
eording to ESPN, The Magazine, 
June 25, 105,000 responded. Re¬ 
sults from Kentueky. Seeretariat 
winning the 1973 Derby in re- 
eord-setting time is our proudest 
moment in sports, 31.8 per eent 
said. Runner-up: Muhammad 
Ali’s Thrilla in Manila title win 
over Joe Frazier in 1975, 20.8 per 
eent. 

Clearly, Seeretariat and Ali 
loom large in Kentueky’s sports 
pantheon, but best ever? Nada. 

Still, the proudest moments 
in sports premise is useful. Here 
are a dozen of mine. 

12. Blanton Collier, born in 
Millersburg, sehooled at Paris, 
eoaehed at Kentueky (1954-62), 
but reaehed his zenith eoaehing 
at NFL Cleveland. His Browns 
won 76 of 110 games, 1963-70, 
an NFL ehampionship in 1964. 

11. Perfeet season ... almost, 
1953-54 Kentueky won 25 with¬ 
out a loss. Season imperfeet by 
a peeuliar NCAA ruling. Stars 
Frank Ramsey, Cliff Hagan and 
Lou Tsioropoulos were ineligible 
for tournament play beeause they 
were in graduate sehool. 

LaSalle, led by Tom Gola, 
won the 1954 NCAA title. Early 
in regular season, Kentueky de¬ 
feated the Explorers handily, 73- 
60. 

10. Frank Selvy. Corbin na¬ 
tive was first and only Division 
I player to seore 100 points in a 
eollege game. Long before the 
3-point line was a thought, Fur¬ 
man eoaeh Lyles Alley gave 
Selvy the nation’s leading seorer 
a green light. On February 13, 
1954 (Trank Selvy Night’), with 
the player’s mother and family 
in the stands, Alley took note it 
was South Carolina’s first ever 
televised eollege game and made 
way for an Ameriean Moment. 

A seorekeeper estimated a 
dozen of Selvy’s 41 field goals 
would have been threes instead 
of twos ineluding a 40-footer at 
the final buzzer in Textile Hall. 
Selvy made 41 of 66 shots, 62 
per eent, and eashed 18 of 22 free 
throws. 

All the way to a 50th anni¬ 
versary in 2004, ever modest and 


reluetant with fame Frank Selvy, 
has been reeognized or honored 
nationally one way or another. 

Aneedote. Selvy’s rise to 
fame is, in its way, a elassie kid- 
with-a-dream metaphor deplet¬ 
ing our state’s roiling passion for 
its dream game. 

Growing up in Corbin, Selvy 
wanted to play at Kentueky. As 
a senior in 1950 he was a 150- 
pound 6-foot eenter. Adolph 
Rupp, saw FFK’s future through 
a lens that featured 7-foot Bill 
Spivey, 6-5 Shelby Linville, 6- 
4 Cliff Hagan and 6-3 Frank 
Ramsey. Rupp needed guards. 

By mid-summer, Selvy had 
grown to 6-feet-3 and, despite a 
one-point performanee against 
Indiana in the all-star elassie, was 
MVP in the East-West all-star 
game. Rupp dispatehed assistant 
Harry Laneaster for another look 
at Selvy. 

Too late. Lyles Alley had 
woo-ed Selvy to Furman. His 
FFK dream in the rearview mirror, 
the Corbin kid kept to his family- 
taught prineiples. 

In turn, Laneaster reeom- 
mended another undersized high 
sehool eenter as guard prospeet. 
Bill Evans of Berea took the 
seholarship Selvy should have 
gotten. The rest is another Dream 
Game ehapter. Both went on to 
illustrious eareers. 

By his senior year at Furman, 
Selvy had broken every seoring 
reeord north and south of the Ma- 
son-Dixon Line, led the nation in 
seoring, 41.7 points a game and 
was a eollege All-Ameriean. He 
played nine NBA seasons. 

Evans beeame a starter on 
Kentueky teams that won 48 
of 51 games. He was ehosen to 
the U.S. team for the Olympie 
Games in Melbourne, Australia 
and brought home a gold medal.

Adolph Rupp is eredited 
with making basketball king in 
Kentueky, but two high sehool 
teams set a standard long before 
Rupp arrived from Kansas. Ash¬ 
land and Carr Creek. In Mareh, 
1928 in Chieago, Ashland and 
Carr Creek were in a field of 40 
teams invited to play for the Na¬ 
tional Interseholastie Basketball 
Tournament title. 

Carr Creek won hearts of 
fans and Ashland won the eham¬ 
pionship and USA’s first national 
ehampionship. 

Prophetieally, one writer 
said, “The two sehools estab¬ 
lished Kentueky in the national 


eonseiousness as a basketball 
powerhouse.” 

8. Bird Brothers. Jerry, Cal¬ 
vin, Billy and Rodger Bird’s im- 
paet on football and basketball in 
Kentueky remains unmatehed. 
Jerry was a basketball All-Amer¬ 
iean for Adolph Rupp, Calvin led 
Corbin High to a state football 
title in 1955, was all-state then 
starred at Kentueky; Billy was a 
football all-stater and one of the 
state’s finest basketball guards; 
Rodger led Corbin to an unbeat¬ 
en season in 1960, beeame an 
All-Ameriean at Kentueky then 
played for the Oakland Raiders 
in Super Bowl II. 

7. Valley Station-Louisville’s 
Little League team ereated its 
own dream game experienee in 
2002. Won baseball’s LL World 
Series at Williamsport, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

6. Steve Cauthen. At 18, he 
rode horse raeing’s last Triple 
Crown winner, Affirmed in 1978. 
The Walton, Kentueky native 
was U.S. Sportsman of the Year 
in 1978. 

5. Kentueky’s 1948 NCAA 
title team starters (Fabulous 
Five) stood at attention as our na¬ 
tional anthem played at the XIV 
Olympiad in London. Gold med¬ 
als for native sons Kenny Rol¬ 
lins (Wiekliffe), Wah Wah Jones 
(Hazard) and Ralph Beard (Lou¬ 
isville). Cliff Barker and Alex 
Groza and eoaeh Adolph Rupp 
wore gold also. 

4. Mary T. Meagher is 47. 
She will always be Madame But¬ 
terfly. In Olympies in 1984 and 
1988 - three gold medals, a sil¬ 
ver and bronze, and two world 
reeords. Meagher is still swim¬ 
ming’s best ever in the butterfly. 

3. Harold Reese. Spring 
training at Vero Beaeh, Florida, 
1947, Kentueky native PeeWee 
was asked to sign a petition say¬ 
ing players would not take the 
field with a blaek man. “I’m not 
signing that! No Way.” he said. 

2. PeeWee Reese II. In Cin- 
einnati during Jaekie Robinson’s 
rookie year with Brooklyn, Reds 
players were name-ealling Robin¬ 
son mereilessly. Reese, of Ekron 
in Meade County, walked over 
to his seeond baseman, put an 
arm on his shoulder. Years later 
Robinson wrote, “He stood there 
beside me awhile. He didn’t say 
a word, but he looked over at the 
ehaps who were yelling at me and 
just stared. PeeWee was standing 
by me. I will never forget it.” 

1. A.B. ‘Happy’ Chandler. 
Oetober, 1946, 15 of 16 Major 
League teams voted no against 
Dodger General Manager Braneh 
Riekey’s signing Jaekie Robin¬ 
son. The Commissioner of Major 
League Baseball said yes. With 
Kentuekian Chandler’s unwav¬ 
ering support, Robinson broke 
baseball’s eolor line in 1947. 
EPILOGUE. Ashland and Carr 
Creek in 1928 to Happy Chan¬ 
dler’s plaee in Baseball’s Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, New York 
today, and time-line points be¬ 
tween - Kentuekians own an ex¬ 
quisite array of proud moments 
in sports, but also a soeially pro¬ 
found impaet on Ameriea too. 

And so it goes.
